PLEADING CYCLE ESTABLISHED FOR COMMENTS ON VITELCO PETITION 
FOR CONVERSION TO PRICE CAP REGULATION 

AND FOR OTHER LIMITED WAIVER RELIEF

WC Docket No. 10-39

COMMENTS DUE:  March 5, 2010  
REPLY COMMENTS DUE:  March 15, 2010   

On February 5, 2010, Virgin Island Telephone Corporation (VITELCO) petitioned the 
Commission “for the election of price cap regulation no later than July 1, 2010, and, to the extent 
necessary, limited waivers of certain universal service high-cost support rules related to VITELCO’s 
election.”1 VITELCO maintains that such a ruling “would be consistent with the Commission’s 
longstanding policy and practice of promoting efficient forms of regulation.”2 VITELCO also believes a 
grant of its petition “would allow VITELCO and its customers to enjoy the same public interest benefits 
recently extended to other carriers and their customers. . . .”3

Interested parties may file comments on the VITELCO Petition on or before March 5, 2010 and 
reply comments on or before March 15, 2010.  Filings in this proceeding should be captioned 
“VITELCO Petition for Price Cap Conversion” and filed in WC Docket No. 10-39.

• Electronic Filers:  Comments may be filed electronically using the Internet by accessing the 
ECFS:  http://www.fcc.gov/cgb/ecfs/.  Filers should follow the instructions provided on the 
website for submitting comments.  

o For ECFS filers, if multiple docket or rulemaking numbers appear in the caption of this 
proceeding, filers must transmit one electronic copy of the comments for each docket or 
rulemaking number referenced in the caption.  In completing the transmittal screen, filers 
should include their full name, U.S. Postal Service mailing address, and the applicable 
docket or rulemaking number.  Parties may also submit an electronic comment by 
Internet e-mail.  To get filing instructions, filers should send an e-mail to ecfs@fcc.gov 
and include the following words in the body of the message:  get form <your email 
address>.

This Public Notice establishes certain procedural requirements relating to consideration of the 
petition.  This matter shall be treated as a “permit-but-disclose” proceeding in accordance with the 
Commission’s ex parte rules.4 Persons making oral ex parte presentations are reminded that memoranda

summarizing the presentations must contain summaries of the substance of the presentations and not 
merely a listing of the subjects discussed.  More than a one- or two-sentence description of the views and 
arguments presented generally is required.5 Other rules pertaining to oral and written ex parte
presentations in permit-but-disclose proceedings are set forth in section 1.1206(b) of the Commission’s 
rules.6
